the program and appearance of 
the town. 

Austin explained that it is the 
consensus that Andover desires 
to maintain an attractive com- 
munity. Use of the plastic bags, 
which are heavier than the nor- 
mal ones available in stores, per- 
mits placement of the refuse out 
for pickup, with the contractor 
removing them and leaving no 
empty barrels. 

Also, this curtails costs for the 
contractor, who needs to make 
only a single sweep depositing 
the bagged material in the 
packer for hauling to the Brain- 
tree incinerator. 

The system is felt to be the 
most economical and the least 
offensive.

National Test Set 
For Auto Mechanics 


If a car with an automatic 
transmission starts in all selec- 


tor positions, what is the cause of. 
the malfunction? What must be’ 
done to correct disc brakes that ; 


are overly sensitive to light pedal 
pressure? 


In 165 cities throughout the © 


country late this fall, mechanics 
will be answering similar 
questions contained in a four-part 
series of tests. Successful com- 
pletion of the battery will 
demonstrate that an individual 
has the necessary competence 
and skills to be certified as a 
General Automobile Mechanic. 

The volumtary machanic cer- 
tification program is the first 
project of the National Institute 
for Automotive Service Ex- 
cellence. Headquartered in 
Washington, D.C., the indepen- 
dent, non-profit body was 
organized by concerned 
Segments of the vehicle service 
industry to improve repairs 
through testing and educational 
projects. 

The Institute will work with the 
public government and the ser- 
vice industry to create new ap- 
proaches, new methods that will 
help bring into being improved 
automobile servicing standards 
and reliable measurements of 
service competency. 

On four consecutive Tuesday 
evenings, mechanics will take an 
80-question, multiple-choice ex- 
amination on one of the four 
automobile areas in which a good 


mechanic should have 
knowledge. 
Those passing all four tests and 


who have at least two years of 
automobile work experience will 
be certified. The recognition cer- 
tificate will be valid for three 
years after which time a recer- 
tification test will be necessary. 


Each test will cost $10 and if 
the machanic so chooses he may 
spread out completion of the 
battery over a one or two year 
period. Although he is recognized 
for successfully completing each 
part, full certification will not be 
granted until all four tests have 
been 

The certification examinations 
were developed by Educational 
Testing Service, a_nationally- 
known organization which will 
also administer and score the 
tests. 

The questions do not relate to 
specific vehicle makes or models 
- domestic or imported, but focus 
instead on basic systems. The 
first covers power plants - a car’s 
basic engine, fuel induction, igni- 
tion and exhaust systems. The se- 
cond asks questions about 
transmissions, clutches, drive- 
lines and axles. 

Test number three involves 
suspension steering and brake 
systems. while the final test 
covers starting and charging 
systems, basic body, electrical 
and air-conditioning systems. 

Those mechanics who do -not 
pass the tests the first time, may 
retake an exam when it is again 
offered six months later. It was 
emphasized that mechanics who 
are competent in a given test 
area should pass the first time.

“Cheek The Air’ 
Not Just Tires 


It used to be when a motorist 
pulled into a service outlet and 
told an employee to ‘‘Check the 
air,”’ it was a natural assumption 
to look at tire pressure. 

Today, checking the air has an 
additional meaning. It means 
checking the engine to make sure 
the car is not adding unduly to 
the nation’s air pollution 
problem. 

Even though the nation’s auto 
manufacturers have taken 
significant strides in reducing air 
pollution from automobile 
engines the failure of the car 
owner to keep his engine in shape 
has helped slow progress. 

For examples, studies by 
Champion Spark Plug Company 
show that a five percent in- 


_ cidence of spark plug misfiring, 


caused by engine neglect, can in- 
crease the emission of pollutants 
by 300 percent. And studies by a 
group at the University of 
Michigan engineering school 
show that harmful emissions can 
be reduced by an average of 55 
percent after a tune-up. 

Causes of pollutants are the 
wastes from gasoline that are 
imcompletely burned. These 
wastes are minimized in a tuned- 
up engine, 

When an engine is out of tune, 
there may not be complete com- 
bustion of the gasoline/air mix- 
ture and a greater production of 
contaminants is the result. 

Therefore, an engine check 
every 5,000 miles and a complete 
tune-up every 10,000 miles is 
recommended. 

In addition to elements of a 


tune-up, there are other key 
items to help cut down on 
pollution: the PCV valve, the oil 
filter, the air filter and the gas 
filter. 

PCV means ‘‘positive 
crankcase ventilation,’ but we 
can call if ‘pollution control 
valve”’ for easier understanding. 
The system has a valve which 
regulates the flow of noxious 
fumes into the carburetor so that 
engines will continue to run while 
reducing pollution. 

PCV valves should be changed 
every 12,000 miles or every tune- 
up. If the valve becomes plugged 
or worn it is useless. 

OIL FILTER: Smoke-belching 
engines are worn out. They wear 
out when grit, acids and other 
junk in the oil enlarge the 
cylinder walls permitting the 
engine to burn the oil. 

The best way to prevent this 
polluting wear is to change oil 
and oil filters at least every 4,000 
miles. 

AIR FILTER: With every 
gallon of gasoline a car burns it 
also inhales 10,000 gallons of air. 
If the air is dusty, the grit wears 
out the cylinder walls, permit- 
ting oil to be burned, which 
pollutes. Also, as the filter traps 
dust, the amount of air entering 
the engine is reduced. 
-enriching the fuel-air mixture, 
which pollutes. 

So change the air filter every 
tune-up. 

GAS FILTER: Grit in gasoline 
can plug carburetors and cause 
stalling. So it’s also important to 
change gasoline filters.

According to David J. 
Christensen, executive vice 
president of the Auto Club of 
Merrimack Valley, more than 
160 independent brake and 
suspension repair shops have 
turned over various failed parts 
to DOT’s National Highway Traf- 
fic Safety Administration. 

The parts are then analyzed to 
identify recurring problems by a 
Chicago testing firm under 
government contract. The entire 
pattern of all such failed parts is 
later reviewed and problem 
areas that may contribute to 
crashes are identified. 

To date, the program has 
analyzed more than 720 parts 
that either break in normal use 
or fail by leaking, friction or 
other causes. 

A study of these parts, says 
Mr. Christensen has uncovered 
possible problems involving 
brakes, fuel systems, engine 
mounts, exhaust lines and 
suspension systems. 

Douglas Toms, former NHTSA 
Administrator, said the program 
is of immense help in discovering 
“failure trends.’’ He noted that 
recall campaign statistics reveal 
that more than 40 percent of all 
vehicles recalled involve defects 
in braking, steering and suspen- 
sion. 

DOT officials, says Mr. 
Christensen, hopes to have 300 
shops taking part in the voluntary 
program during its second year. 

Participants receive a monthly 
newsletter reporting on the items 
received with recognition to in- 
dividual contributors.

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In designing anti-emission 
systems to help reduce air pollu- 
tion, car manufacturers are in- 
stalling hotter-running engines in 
today’s vehicles. Therefore, it 
has become even more critical 
that cooling systems be in top 
condition to handle the higher 
engine temperatures. 

This means that the cooling 
system should be checked twice a 
year for the following: 

Leak-free radiator; soundness 
of all hoses and connections; 
properly operating thermostat; 
radiator cap is sealing efficient- 
ly; water pump is working, and 
coolant levels are normal. 

Proper mixture of coolant, for 
both summer and winter opera- 
tion, is about 50 percent ethylene 
glycol-type anti-freeze and 50 
percent water. This so-called 
permanent-type anti-freeze 
should be replaced every two 
years or 30,000 miles, which ever 
comes first. 

While on the subject of anti- 
freeze, the ‘‘self-sealing”’ variety 
that claims it can stop radiator 
leaks offers only a temporary 
solution to a leak problem. Con- 
taining, generally, an asbestos- 
type compound, the ‘‘leak-proof”’ 
anti-freeze is effective only for a 
short time. Once revealed, the 
leak should be located and 
repaired by a competent auto 
service technician.

FOR A HAPPY, 


ACCIDENT-FREE SUMMER 


The summer of *73 should be 
filled with happy memories. But 
the tragic reality is that too 
many family outings will end in 
death or serious injury on the 
nation’s highways. 

There were 15,600 persons 
killed in traffic accidents during 
June, July and August of last 
year—more fatalities than in 
any other three-month period of 
time in 1972. 

If fatalities continue to rise, 
even more people will be killed 
this summer, unless the Ameri- 
can public does something about 
it. 

Ninety percent of the cars 
now on our highways are 
equipped with one item that 
could save 10,000 to 20,000 lives 
every year, the automobile safe- 
ty belt. 

Unfortunately, the safety belt 
has become a joke in many 
families. Otherwise responsible 
parents buckle their seat belts 
underneath them “to stop that 
darned buzzer.” Then they per- 
mit children to ride unprotected, 
often standing in the front seat. 
This is as bad as leaving a can of 
poison under the kitchen seat. 

It’s easy to find an excuse for 
not doing something. 

One of the favorites is, “I 
don’t want to be told what to 
do.” 

Every day someone is telling 
us what to do. We're told how 
fast we can drive on a highway, 
which side we must ride on, and 
not to enter one-way streets. 

There are always exceptions, 
but most of us are law-abiding 
and do what we're told. 

Another excuse is “I don’t 
want to be trapped.” Yet, the 
number of accidents involving 
submerged or burning cars is 
less than one-half of one percent 
of all injury-producing traffic ac- 
cidents. Safety belts actually 
Keep occupants from being 
more seriously injured, or being 
knocked unconscious and una- 
ble to escape. 

What’s another excuse? “It’s a 
nuisance. I’m only going to the 
corner store.” 


Injury or death are bigger 
nuisances than taking two sec- 
onds to fasten a seat belt. And 
sadly enough, a majority of 
highway accidents happen with- 
in 25 miles of home. 

How many of us have said, “I 
don’t have to wear a safety belt 
if I don’t want to because it 
won't affect anyone else.” 

Failure to use seat belts can 
affect other people. The burden 
of a death or disabling injury 
falls not only on the immediate 
family but also on the state and 
its citizens. Higher welfare costs, 
increased insurance rates, and 
spiraling medical costs are often 
direct results of increased high- 
way accidents. 

‘Even if | do wear a seat belt, 
it won’t prevent an accident” is 
another. 

Safety experts report that dri- 
vers who are belted to their seats 
will be in a better position to 
keep a vehicle under control and 
to prevent further damage. 

And another excuse: “It’s 
speed that kills. I’m a safe 
driver, and | always obey the 
speed limits.” 

Many people do die in high- 
speed crashes. But more than 
one half of all accidents occur at 
speeds under 40 mph. A recent 
study shows that people not 
wearing belts died in crashes at 
speeds as low as 12 mph. But, in 
over 28,000 accidents, not one 
person wearing lap and shoulder 
belts died in crashes at speeds as 
high as 60 mph. 

And the saddest excuse of all, 
“I don’t want to wear my seat 
belt. It wrinkles my clothes.” 

Too many people who don’t 
want to have wrinkled clothes 
end up with dead, wrinkled 
bodies. 

There are 10,000 to 20,000 
people who could be saved each 
year if only they didn’t fall back 
on excuses for not wearing belts. 

What's the answer? Develop 
the seat belt habit. 

If we do, more families will be 
together at the end of the sum- 
mer of °73.

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24 Rditorial Comment 


The Region 


We have commented from time to time on the benefits 
which accrue from the regional approach to solving ma- 
jor community problems. 

At the same time, we have recognized that any 
regional commission to be effective, can only be as 
strong as the participants to accept solution. 

Such is the case in the Greater Lawrence area at pre- 
sent, where a strong solid waste problem is facing the 
three towns and the city. 

Andover, of course, has been ordered to shut down its 
landfill operation. The town will initiate municipal, 
residential refuse pickup July 1, with the trash to be 
deposited in the Braintree incinerator. 

The City of Lawrence is threatened with heavy fines 
for continued use of its Marston Street dump, which has 
been a problem to the city and surrounding towns for 
over 25 years. 

North Andover may soon be compelled by the state to 
make remedies to its landfill operation. 

Methuen seems almost in the same difficult situation. 

A regional study group came up with a plan to begin a 
regional solid waste facility in Methuen, but the town 
fathers want no part of such dubious distinction of being 
the Greater Lawrence dumping grounds. 

What is particularly upsetting in the regional plan 
rebuff by Methuen is the alternative, which appears on 
the horizon. 

Gov. Francis Sargent, in a visit to the area this past 
week spoke of a solid waste master plan. 

An avid conservationist, Gov. Sargent assuredly is con- 
cerned about the solid waste problem and will no doubt 
propose a commendable solution. 


But, we are always fearful of state takeover of such 
problems. 

Once communities surrender their control to a state, 
agency, no matter how well structured and meaningful it 
is at the outset, somehow, it always becomes more costly 
and unmanageable at some point in time. 


Thus it behooves representatives of the Greater 
Lawrence communities tawork diligently toward a solu- 
tion to the landfill problems of the area, in order to main- 
tain local control. 

There is still opportunity to work out a solution on a 
regional basis, before the area is compelled to join in a 
statewide solution. 

We prefer a more localized approach to solving the 
problem. 


Opinion 


We would remind some members of the Andover Hous- 
ing Authority that we still live in an area where freedom 
of speech and the right to differ in opinion still very much 
exists. 

Monday night, when Selectman George E. Heseltine 
offered his opinion and views on the proposed elderly 
housing project on North Main street, he received a 
rather adverse reaction from some housing 
boardmembers, particularly the state appointee Atty. 
Richard Savrann. 

Atty. Savrann also took exception to editorial com- 
ments on the project, which we assume were aimed at 
the TOWNSMAN. 

The Housing Authority member stressed that his 
colleagues were presenting the plans, with their so-called 
butterfly roofs in a spirit of co-operation with town 
boards - - the selectmen and planning board. 

He felt the authority or the plans should not be subject 
to an architectural review board, or laymen’s obser- 
vations. 

In view of the plans already having been approved by a 
three-two vote of the Andover board, and also approved 
by state housing authority members, the presentation to 
local boards now seems to be an after the fact gesture. 

We concur with Selectman Heseltine and other 
members of the selectmen who expressed their feeling 


concerning the disregard for local zoning bylaws and the 
appearance of the buildings. 

We also feel strongly about retention of the right of 
elected officials and laymen to express their opinions on 
such matters, particularly in view of the amount of tax 
dollars expended for such a project. 


A joint meeting with the architect, as proposed, may ® 


go a long way toward improving relations between 
boards and also may result in a better project for An- 
dover, particularly from an appearance standpoint. 


The Custodians 


It is probably improper to single out one group over 
another for commendation in the presenting of 
scholarship funds for graduates. 

But, in doing so, at this time, we simply wish to take a 
moment to pay tribute to a small group of men, who often 
are unsung heroes in the school system. 

Each year, the Andover School Custodians Association, 
present stipends to Andover High graduates to assist in 
continuing studies. 

It is a gesture with significant feeling to a group we 
feel performs some outstanding work for the town. 

For the most part, the school custodians take par- 
ticular pride in the building to which they are assigned. 

Quite generally they rapidly are sought out as friends 
and often confidants of the students within their walls. 

Soon, the school bells will sound for a final time and 
students and faculty will scatter for a lengthy summer 
sojourn. To the custodians, however, the final bell is the 
signal to tool up for a general overhauling of the public 
buildings in anticipation of another school year in 


September. 


It is for these reasons that we look upon their presenta- 
tion of scholarships to Andover High seniors as par- 
ticularly significant. It is clear evidence of interest in the 
community and its future by a small group of dedicated 


municipal employees.

Medford Democrat George L. 
Sacco pledges that if elected the 
state’s Attorney General next 
year, he’d be “‘fair but firm’’ 
rather than liberal or conser- 
vative and would make fiscal 
watchdogging part of his job. 

The ll-year State Represen- 
tative, vice-chairman of the 
powerful House Ways and Means 
Committee, claims he’s not real- 
ly a product of the ‘‘system’’ he 
contends has made the state 
“fiscally, and possibly morally, 
bankrupt.”’ 

He lambastes Governor 
Sargent for excess spending, say- 
ing that his widespread use of 
consultants ‘‘borders on criminal 
negligence.” 

He backs a ‘‘meaningful’’ 
reorganization of state govern- 
ment to provide taxpayers’ 
relief, but complains that the 
governor’s promised item-by- 
item budget hasn’t been 
delivered. 7 

“Reorganization will create 
posts not for people who know 
their jobs but for public relations 
people,’’ he charges. 

Real state government reform, 
Rep. Sacco maintains, will 
eliminate the ‘cancer of county 
government. It must go. It’s 
burdened with political 
patronage. My uncle is a 
Register of Deeds and I’d abolish 
his job, too. But as long as it’s 
there, I’m happy to see him have 
Aa 

Rep. Sacco, a lawyer who was 
a School Committeeman before 
joining the Legislature at age 23, 
has nothing but harsh words 
about what he suggests is the 
state’s coddling of violent 


criminals. 

He says an 18-year-old who kill- 
ed an old lady was twice quickly 
released despite his protests, and 
condemns Corrections Com- 
missioner John Boone and the 
Youth Services Board (a 
shambles’) for alleged inef- 
ficiency. : 

‘I Support Prison Reform’ 

“I support prison reform,’’ he 
Says, ‘‘but the Governor doesn’t 
or he’d bring back security to 
Walpole. I’m sincerely interested 
in reform - - I won’t just vote for 
it and not follow it up.”’ 

Rep. Sacco pledges he’d be an 
activist Attorney General: 

“T wouldn’t just sit there, I’d 
visit police, and prisons. I’d ex- 
press my opinion on Jaws before 
they’re passed, not after, and I’d 
create a new role of watching 
state spending.”’ 

The lawmaker is one of three 
seeking his party’s nomination 
for the post held by gubernatorial 
aspirant Robert Quinn, Edward 
Harrington, former head of the 
state’s Strike Force Against 
Crime, and Sixth District 
Congressman Michael J. 
Harrington, are expected to be 
his 1974 rivals. 

Why does he think he can do a 
better job than Rep. Harrington, 
considered a favorite in the 
three-way race? 

‘*Mike’s a great 
Congressman,” he answers. ‘‘He 
should stay down there (in 
Washington) until he gets to be a 
committee chairman. He served 
four years in the Massachusetts 
House, but I didn’t see much of 
him. He fought to get on the Arm- 

ed Services Committee, but mis- 
sed his first important vote 
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there. He says he might not serve 
a full term as Attorney General 
but might run for Senate. 

“Tf he wants to run for the 
Senate in 1976, he ought to start 
campaigning now. I'd be more 
than happy to help him.”’

Sad Observation 


To the Editor of 
TOWNSMAN: 

To anyone with lifelong ties to 
Andover, the Town and the 
School, Memorial Day has ever 
had a special and deeply touching 
significance, particularly the 
ceremony at the Old Training 
Field where Washington spoke to 
the students and where for fifty 
years the Memorial Tower has 
stood. For us privileged with an 
Andover boyhood or to attend 
this great school, or both, the few 
minutes of tribute, once each 
year to the memory of the 
students, alumni and faculty will 
always be a cherished recollec- 
tion. 

We know that when this 
beautiful tower was built shortly 
after the First World War, it was 
the intention of the donors, a 
family great in the annals of the 
School and the Town, that it 
would never have any 
significance or perform any func- 
tion other than to remind in 
perpetuity of the boys who were 
once students on the hill and left 
never to return, and-many not yet 
twenty. 

As a small boy and later as a 
student, I remember that holiday 
on those brilliant spring mor- 
nings when Al Stearns, Dr. 
Fuess, Markham Stackpole and 
others would talk of those perish- 
ed sons of Andover. They would 
speak of their heroism, valor and 
the unselfish devotion to their 
country and their comrades; of 
these departed young men from a 
less cynical age, some of whom 
were sent by the school before 
graduation to die on the fields 
and in the skies of the Meuse- 
Argonne, Chateau-Thierry and 
St. Mihiel where they lie even 
now. 

There were even veterans of 
the G.A.R. riding in open cars 
behind the doughboys with olive 
drab uniforms that still fit with 
the puttees that wrapped around 
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their legs and overseas caps. We 
could not believe that these an- 
cient and frail men of the Civil 
War could once have been young 
or marched to the crashing guns 
at Gettysburg or heard the cries 
and sounds of the Wilderness and 
Fraysers Farm. 

And then our turn came and 
later a few yards from the Tower 
a more utilitarian memorial now 
gives testimony to the many 
more students, well over a hun- 
dred, from another World War 
who will never again see the 
beauty of Andover in the spring. 
More than seventy-five were 
there in my time and many I 
knew well and when I think of 
these young men of such great 
and bright promise, forever lost 
to our country, it was right that 
each May morning that the Town 
and the School pay a few minutes 
tribute to these gallant ghosts 
who for all time will always be 
young in our eyes. One cannot 
walk or be where their names 
and classes are carved in stone 
without feeling their presence. 
As the Latin inscription on the 
Tower states, ‘‘They Stand in 
This Holy Place.” 

Why is it then, that other thana 
wreath from the Veterans Of- 
ficer of the Town and except for a 
very few of the faculty with no 
students or alumni present, they 
are now all but ignored on 
Memorial Day. Last year even 
the wreath was stolen in an hour. 
After the exercises at the Junior 
High School the line of march of 
the parade is up Bartlet Street 
almost to the Academy property 
and then turns at its border on 
Wheeler Street to return to town. 
Except for the School band, there 
is not a student in evidence, it be- 
ing thought that their interests 
are better served by being in 
class than paying a brief tribute 
to the memory of more than two 
hundred students of another day. 

This we are told is an out- 
growth of an unfortunate and 
regretable incident at the 
Memorial Tower services a few 
years ago when some mindless 
young men misread the meaning 
of Memorial Day. Would it not be 
appropriate for someone at the 
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: School or with some connection 


to it who would be heard, to re- 
mind the students of today that 
there once were others their age 
who went when they were asked 
and some even before, who 
responded to what they un- 
derstood to be their duty and 
what was right and whether this 
country was wrong or ill advised 
to call them, they went and were 
faithful until death. Perhaps it is 
also appropriate to say that there 
are many who remember them 
and that their fidelity to a princi- 
ple, their virtue and patriotism 
have set an example that holds us 
in bonds of fidelity for all our 
lives.

They feel, and rightly so, 
that insofar as practical the An- 
dover Housing Authority should 
attempt to comply with local zon- 
ing by-laws, although exempt 
from their operation. In my opi- 
nion, the present plans comply 
with the spirit and intent of those . 
by-laws, if not in a few cases with 
their letter. 

They point out, for example, 
that the plans call for nineteen 
dwelling units per acre as 
opposed to the by-law limit of 
twelve per acre. However, if one 
compares the average size of the 
dwelling units in this complex 
with a normal dwelling unit, or if 
one compares the average 
number of occupants per unit to 
those in a normal unit, it is readi- 
ly apparent that the elderly hous- 
ing complex has less density 
than the by-law intends. 

The Board noted that the roof 
height in some cases exceeds the 
thirty five foot limitation of the 
by-law. But, it should also be 
noted that this occurs (for design 
reasons) in only four of the 
twelve buildings on the site and 
then only on the downhill side of 
these buildings. The excess 
height: less than two feet. 

Of course we are all concerned 
with safety of the occupants. The 
State Department of Public Safe- 
ty, Department of Community 
Affairs and a private organiza- 
tion concerned with the affairs of 
handicapped persons have 
reviewed the plans for safety and 
passed them. Each unit contains 
fire and panic alarms to be wired 
to the appropriate public safety 
headquarters. 

In regard to the seven foot 
spacing between buildings, it 
should be noted that this occurs 
only for fairly short stretches 
and in not one case does one win- 
dow face out upon the narrow 
pathway between buildings. All 
windows face upon courtyards 
which include the large trees to 
be preserved wherever possible. 
The effect of emerging from such 
a pathway will be to enhance the 
openness of the courtyard into 
which it leads. 

Lastly, the Board has pointed 
out that parking is provided on a 
less than one to one (one space to 
one unit) basis. Experience has 
taught the Authority and the 
Department of Community Af- 
fairs that, as you might expect, 
elderly people of modest means 
do not possess very many 
automobiles. The spaces provid- 
ed are more than adequate for 
the prospective residents. 

The intention of the Andover 
Housing Authority has been from 
the outset to provide decent, 
safe, and sanitary housing for the 


older citizens of the Town. It has 
sought through a careful 
architectural selection process to 
bring the best abilities to bear 
upon the situation. It is not above 
criticism, nor is its architect. 
Plans, where they should be and 
can be, are changeable. But I 
believe that it would be the 
height of folly, and an abrogation 
of our responsibility, if the 
Authority allows every citizen of 
the Town to become a member of 
an architectural review com- 
mittee. Nevertheless, it has been 
in the spirit of cooperation that 
we have brought the plans to the 
Planners and Selectmen. We in- 
tend to have an architectural 
rendering that shows the entire 
project available for their 
perusal in the near future, and to 
invite the architect to a mutually 
agreeable meeting to discuss 
calmly and professionally what 
the plans attempt and hopefully 
what they will accomplish.

Far from ending, the Vietnam 
War is still an enlarged In- 
dochina War which-threatens to 
expand into a world conflict. 
Nearly all of Laos and Cambodia, 
and a large part of Thailand, still 
oppose our actions in Indochin@. 
In order to save their 
civilizations from destruction by 
the United States, these three 
groups of people have formed a 
loose alliance with North Viet- 
nam, similar to the western 
alliance against Germany in the 
first World War. If we persist in 
the folly of our present policy in 
Indochina, trying to force these 
people to forget their past and to 
adopt our ways, this cruel, 
senseless war will continue for a 
long, long, long, long time.

Needs Help 
In Garden 


You can’t just stick some 
tomato plants in the ground and 
hope for results, says the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Agriculture (MDA), because 
they won’t grow without help. 
Without some care and feeding - - 
especially right now, while. 
vegetable plants are young and 
fragile - - you won’t get much of a 
harvest. 

This is the time to concentrate 
on hoeing, weeding, grooming 
and feeding, says Guy Paris of 
the MDA Division of Markets. To 
give the young shoots a chance to 
grow, you must break up the 
crust of dirt formed by heavy 
rains. This is known as ‘tilling 
the soil,”’ and nobody claims it’s 
easy work. 

But food buying is getting into 
the hardship category, anyway, 
so the choices are limited. 
Garden enthusiasts know that the 
yield from a garden pretty much 
equals what they put into it. You 
can’t really let nature ‘‘take its 
co Ss 

The plants need feeding, too, at 
this time. Use just a bit of fer- 
tilizer - - not more than half a 
handful around each tomato 
plant, for instance. Better less 
than more, says the MDA, 
because too much fertilizer will 
damage the tender roots. 

There’s no need to rush out and 
buy an expensive fertilizer, most 
any plant food you have around 
will help. If you must purchase 
some, look for formulas with a 
high percentage of nitrogen.

In Poland 


Comments On Life 


Andover’s high school am- 
bassador to Poland, Barbara 
Frackiewicz, has sent back her 
promised report on school life in 
a Krakow lyceum, and a picture 


Women in Community Service 
(WICS) is a nonprofit interfaith, 
interracial and civic organization 
that works with the U.S. Labor 
Department's Manpower Ad- 
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of her Polish fellow-exchange 
student. 

Bozena Wislocka of Krakow, 
Poland, will complete the student 
exchange by coming to America 
to attend Andover High School 
for the fall semester. She will 
live with Mr. and Mrs. William 
Hughes, 6 Forest Drive, An- 
dover, who have a high school 
daughter, Debbie, her age. 
Bozena will also have the com- 
pionship of Barbara, already a 
friend in Krakow, to help her ad- 
just to new American ways. 

This school-to-school student 
exchange is one outcome of thé 
Andover High School trip to 
Russia, Poland and Hungary a 
year ago this month. The ex- 
change was arranged by the trip 
leader, Mrs. Dorothy Goclowski, 
the high school’s polyglot teacher 
of Spanish, Russian - - and Polish 
upon request. 

Barbara Frackiewicz, a high 
school sophomore, flew to 
Krakow this winter to plunge into 
Polish life on short notice with 
much courage, but with the en- 
couragement of a few Polish 
relatives. Here is her lucid 
description of life in a Krakow 
lyceum: 

The lyceum I attend is 
Ogolnoksztateacy, or general, 
non-specializing school. It is one 
of many lyceums in Krakow, but 
it is the oldest and most famous. 
Founded almost 400 years ago, it 
was saved by the financial con- 
tributions of B. Nowodworski, for 
whom the school is now named. 
Approximately 800 students at- 
tend this first lyceum Nowod- 
norski, which is located near the 
center of the city. Since the 
school does not provide transpor- 
tation, students commute to 
school by bus, streetcar, on foot 
and even by train. 

The four years in the lyceum, 
which can be compared directly 
to the four years in the high 
school, are preceded by eight 
years of an elementary school, 
All pupils attending elementary 
and high schools are obliged to 
wear uniforms, on which are 
sewn the number of the school, 
and the city in which the school is 
located. Students may enter the 
liceum of their choice, if they 
pass the exams for that lyceum. 

There are six days of school 
each week with only Sundays 
free. 240 days a year are spent in 
school, and there are few mid- 
school vacations. A regular 
school day consists of five or six 
45-minute periods of classes. 
Between the periods are ten 
minute breaks, with one longer 
break in the morning for tea and 
sandwiches. Candy may also be 
bought in a small school shop. 
There are no lockers in school, so 
all schoolbooks are carried in 
shoulder bags or briefcases. 
Coats are left in the cloakroom. 


In the classrooms are long, 
two-seat desks. The blackboard 
is used very often to outline lec- 
tures, illustrate points and 
review homework. A wooden 
platform usually is found in front 
of the blackboard, elevating the 
speaker or the student who is 
writing on the blackboard. Most 
of the lessons are conducted oral- 
ly and pupils are often questioned 
about the material they have 
learnt, and they are graded upon 
their answers. Exercise and 
fresh air are also necessary to 
form good study habits, so during 
the breaks, the rooms are aired 
out, and everyone stays in the 
halls or goes outdoors. Also, 
halfway through each period, the 
windows are opened and 
everyone does a few exercises. 


Separate notebook in which 
both notes and homework are 
wnitten, Report cards are given 
out three times a year, with 
marks ranging from 5 to 2, or, 
very good to below average. 
Parents are informed. of their 
children’s progress at meetings 
with the teachers.

Bach student has a small 
notebook in which absentee notes 
signed by a doctor, tardy notes 
and permissions notes are 
written. Explanatory notes have 
to be signed by a parent and 
guidance counselor. For each 
class there is a large book in 
which each student’s grades are 
written. It is a permanent record 
kept in the school and used as a 
reference. In the book is written 
each student’s progress 
throughout the four years spent 
in the lyceum. 

The dtead code is very strict. 
Boys can’t wear long hair and 
they have to wear navy blue 
jackets and pants. The girls wear 
navy blue uniforms with sailors’ 
collars. Students show their 
respect for their teachers by 
standing up as the teachers enter 
and leave the classrooms. Also, 
when a student is being question- 
ed, he or she has to stand while 
answering. 

In order to get good grades for 
behavior, a student has to par- 
ticipate in a program for the 
benefit of the school, such as put- 
ting up bulletin boards, cleaning 
the classrooms, or taking care of 
the school grounds. During the 
school year, there are assemblies 
during which poems are recited 
and holidays celebrated. For in- 
stance, there is always an 
assembly at the beginning of the 
school year, before Christmas, 
and during other holidays, such 
as Nicolaus Copernicus’ 500th 
birthday which was celebrated 
this year, the first of May, which 
is a holiday for all working peo- 
ple, and the Day of Sports. 

In the lyceum, students have a 
limited choice of subjects that 
they may choose. There may only 
be a choice between two foreign 
languages and the number of 
periods per week of science and 
math. Then the students are 
divided into classes of about 40 
each, depending upon the course 
they havechosen. The students of 
each class all take the same sub- 
jects together. There are 13 sub- 
jects in a regular first-year 

lyceum course, totaling 34 
periods per week. There are 
three periods each of algebra, 
physics, history and Russian, and 
four periods each week of Polish 
and English or German. 
Geometry, chemistry, 
geography, chorus, gym and 
technical drawing classes each 
meet for two periods per 
week. One period each week is 
spent during a guidance course, 
and another period during a 
course where students learn 
about health, weapons, first aid, 
and related topics. Students have 
to be in school only during the 
periods when they have classes. 

Everyday at home the students 
have to prepare each subject for 
the following day, besides doing 
the daily homework 
assignments. School usually is 
over for most students early in 
the afternoon, so they go home 
and have dinner. During the 
afternoon, there are other things 
to do besides to study. There are 
school clubs and private clubs, 
also those provided by other 
organizations. Some students 
take private foreign language 
lessons. Sometimes free tickets 
are given out in school to con-

certs and theatres. A class may 
organize a school dance, but only 
students from that class may at- 
tend the dance. 

The school also has a student 


government where represen- | 
tatives from each class voice | 


their opinions on school issues. 


Overall, there is more dis- , 


cipline and order in 
Nowodworski, than in the high 
school, but the atmosphere in 
school is very much the same. 
Everyone worries about tests, 
studies, fools around and has fun 
just like everyone else who goes 
to school.

Plans for the proposed elderly 
housing project may come under 
examination of a joint meeting of 
three town boards and the 
architect. 

The Andover Housing Authori- 
ty met with the selectmen Mon- 
day night to inform the board of 
the progress of plans for the 
North Main street project. The 
plans which provide for a so- 
called butterfly roof and the 
buildings to be seven feet apart, 
have been approved by the Hous- 
ing Board and the state housing 
authorities. 

The selectmen expressed their 
displeasure with the plans, the 
architecture and the failure to 
consider the town’s zoning 
bylaws. 

The board was in receipt of a 
letter from the Planning Board 
which examined the plans a week 
ago. The planners presented 
their objections to the project, 
based on violation of height and 
distance regulations. 

At the outset, Selectman 
George E. Heseltine said he felt 
the project as designed was ‘‘one 
of the worst looking housing pro- 
jects I’ve ever seen. It doesn’t 
have to 19th century or colonial 
styling, but it doesn’t have to be 
this monster either.” 

Atty. Richard Savrann, state 
appointee on the housing authori- 
ty, said he did not think the plan- 
ning board or the selectmen or 
any laymen should act as an

architectural review board. He 
said the housing authority was 
present in a spirit of co-operation 
and keeping the town boards in- 
formed. 

Savrann said that state 
authorities had informed the An- 
dover board that these were the 
best set of plans presented of 80 
before them. Savrann also said 
he was upset with editorials and 
comments about the proposed 
project. 

The attorney then went through 
the planning board commen- 
taries giving his opinion of why 
the architect had designed the 
plans as shown and also why 
local zoning laws were not con- 
sidered. 


Selectman Milton Greenberg 
commented, in view of the hous- 
ing authority contention that it is 
not bound by town bylaws, that if 
the session were to be a sharing 
of viewpoints he was willing to 
comment, but ‘‘if we are 
toothless observers,’’ then I just 
as soon say thank you for coming. 

Chairman Roger W. Collins 
said that he was unhappy with 
the plans as they stand, the shape 
of the roofs, too many units and 
the height of some of the 
buildings. 


_ He respectfully requested a 
joint meeting with the planning 
board and architects at a future 
date to further review the plans 
and possibly modify them.

the owners complied a section of 
the building collapsed. 

The board of appeals denied a 
special permit to the corporation 
to rebuild. In its findings, the 
board noted the non-conforming 
use, the character of the 
neighborhood being residential 
and the amount of damage caus- 
ed by both the fire and building 
collapse. 

Judge Bacigalupo found for the 
petitioners when the case was 
heard before him, ruling that the 
structure could be rebuilt within 
existing meaning of Andover’s 
zoning bylaws. 

In the ruling handed down, af- 
firming this finding, the Superior 
Court stated that the ‘‘provisions 
of Andover’s zoning bylaws per- 
taining to alterations of non- 
conforming uses are extremely 
liberal,’’ and found there was no 
need to retain a ‘protective 
percentage’ of the old building. 

The court’s interpretation of 
“catastrophe,’’ - an unexpected 
manifestation of the forces of 
nature as distinguished from ac- 
cident was also commented up- 
on. 
The court found that the 
collapse of a section of the 
building was due to compliance 
with an order of the building in- 
spector, rather than any natural 
disaster. 

The ruling also states, ‘‘the 


neighbors are not entitled to 
benefit from their non- 
conforming neighbor’s misfor- 
tune. 

“The new building will be 
structurally sounder, aesthetical- 
ly more attractive and safer than 
the building it will replace.’’ 

The court dismissed the bill of 
complaint, annulled the decision 
of the Andover board of appeals 
and ordered the building permit 
be issued to Ninety-Nine North, 
Inc.
